The threat to the Noyon salient 
last year produced the great German 
retreat of this spring, a retreat from 
all the German lines between Arras 
and Noyon, which was explained by 
reason of the French attacks at the 
Aisne and the British, victory at 
Arras. Now, when the British get 
Roulers and Menin the peril to the 
Germans east and west of the wedge 
will be unmistakable, and before the 
British Courtrai, half a dozen miles 
east and downstream from Menin, 
the Germans will have to clear out 
of the Lille salient. 


A German withdrawal from Lille 
would mean the evacuation of all 
French territory between Verdun and 
Lille—that is, all French territory 
west of the Meuse—and such an 
evacuation would be wholly analo- 
gous to the retreat from the Noyon 
salient last spring. Actually the 
whole German position from Lille to 
Verdun is a great salient, many times 
larger than the Noyon salient, but 
not otherwise differing from it, and 
the British attack at Ypres this year 
corresponds exactly with the Anglo- 
French attack at the Somme last 


year.

RINCESS CATHERINE RADZIWILL 

Pp is one of the oldest of Russian fami- 

lies. She recently came to this coun- 

try to lecture and raise money for war pris- 

oners. She has done a great deal of work 

for the exchange of French and English sol- 
diers captured by Germany. 

Gen. Count Adam Rzewski, father of the 
Princess,ajs connected with many royal 
houses of Europe. Louis XV’s Queen was 
a niece of her great grandfather. Her ma- 
ternal grandfather was Chief Justice of Rus- 
sia from 1831 to 1837, and the author of the 
Russian code of criminal law abolished by 
the recent revolution. Princess Radziwill 
was a blood cousin of the Duchess of Hoh- 
enberg, wife of Archduke Francis Ferdi- 
nand of Austria, whose assassination start- 
ed the war. 

The Princess lost ‘her eldest son in the 
first year of the struggle fighting for the 
Czar. She affiliated herself with the revolu- 
tionists and gave her money and her 
strength and her courage to the fight for 
liberty. She was born in Russia, but she 
was reared in Paris by an aunt.

In the long intrigue which came to an end by 
the publication of the manifesto of Pskow, Ras- 
putin undoubtedly played a considerable part, 
but all unconsciously. Those who used him, to- 
gether with his influence, were very careful not 
to initiate him into their different schemes. But 
they paid him, they fed him, they gave him cham- 
pagne to drink and pretty women to make love 
to in order to induce him to represent them to the 
Empress as being the only men capable of saving 
Russia, about which she did not care, and her 
crown, to which she was so attached. With Ras- 
putin she never discussed politics, nor did the 
Emperor. But with his friends she talked over 
every political subject of importance to the wel- 
fare of the nation, and being convinced that they 
were the men best capable of upholding her inter- 
ests, she forced them upon her husband and com- 
pelled him to follow the advice which they gave.

Q. Why does the United States Government borrow money? 

A. Because we are forced to defend ourselves against the attacks on American honor and 
American rights by the German Government, and therefore must have money to equip and main- 
tain our Army and Navy. We/need money also in order to lend to thése nations with whom we are 
making common cause in thig war.

Q. Are not the ordinary receipts of/ our Government from taxes, etc., sufficient to do this? 

A. No; the ordinary receipts of the Government are about one and a quarter billion dollars a 
year, while our expenses of the war fof the fiscal year ending July 1, 1918, will be over $10,000,000,- 


Q. How is the Government going to raise this large amount of money? 
A. By borrowing from the people and by increasing taxes.

A. Every six months. This interest will be paid to you every May 15 and every November 15 
during the life of the bond. 

Q. Is there any way I can collect my interest without having to cut the coupons? 

A. Yes; you can get the Government to give you a ‘‘registered’’ bond; that is, a bond without 
any coupons attached and with your name written on the bond; and each six months, as the interest 
falls due, the Treasury Department will send you check in payment of the interest. 


WHAT KINDS OF BONDS ARE TO BE ISSUED? 

Q. Then are there two kinds of Liberty Bonds? 

A. Yes; bonds with interest coupons attached which are called ‘‘bearer’’ or ‘‘coupon’’ bonds, 
and bonds which do not have coupons attached, which are called '‘registered’’ bonds. 

Q. To whom is a coupon bond payable? 

A. A coupon bond is payable to bearer. 

Q. To whom is a registered bond payable? , 

A. A registered bond is payable to the person whose name is written on ita face and no other 
person. <A registered bond can be transferred from one owner to another by the owner writing his 
name on the back of the bond in the presence of a witness authorized by the United States Treas- 
ury Department. | 

Q. Shall a married woman use her own name or her husband's? 

: A. Her own—Mrs. Maty Brown, not Mrs. John Brown. 


Q Suppose a married woman wishes to transfer a bond made out in her maiden name? 

A. She should sign herself ‘‘Mary Jones, now by marriage Mary Brown.’’ 

@. Can I lend any amount to the Government and get a bond in return? 

_ & No; $50 is the smaliest amount that the Government will accept in return for a bond. Cou- 
pon bonds are issued in the following fixed denominations: $650, $100, $600, $1000, $5000, and $10,- 
000;. registered bonds are issued in fixed denominations. of $50, $100, $500, $1000, $5000 $10,000, 
and $100,000. 

HOW FAR ARE THESE BONDS EXEMPT FROM TAXES? 

Q. Are Liberty Bonds exempt from taxation? 

A. The bonds are exempt both as to principal and interest from all taxes imposed by the 
United States, any state, or any of the possessions of the United States, or by any local taxing 
authority, except: 

(a) Estate or inheritance taxes. 

(b) Graduated additional income taxes, commonly known as surtaxes and excess profits 
taxes now or hereafter imposed by the United States upon the income or profits of corporations, 
individuals, partnerships, or associations. 

The interest on an amount of bonds and certificates, not in excess of $5000 in one ownership, is 
‘ exempt from the taxes provided for in clause (b) above. 

Q. Suppose the Government offers bonds in the future which will pay a higher rate of interest 
than 4 per cent? 

A. If so, the holder of a Liberty Bond will have the right to exchange this bond for one bear. 
ing the higher rate of interest. 

Q. What is the amount of the Second Liberty Loan? 

A. The Secretary of the Treasury is iriviting subscription for $3,000,000,000 and reserves the 
right to allot additional bonds up to one-half the amount of any oversubscription. 

Q. How was this bond issue created? 


A. It was authorized by an act of Congress and approved by the President of the United 
States. 


“ HOW TO BUY. 
Q. How much do bonds of the Second Liberty Loan cost? 
A. From $50 to $100,000, whatever their face value calls for. The law states that these bonds 
must be sold at not less than ‘‘par’’; that is, their face value—100 cents on the dollar. 
Q. How can I buy the bonds of the Second Liberty Loan? 
A. By filling out an application blank and handing it to any bank or trust company, bond dealer 
or broker, or to one of the Federal Reserve Banks, or to the Treasury Department at Washington. 
Q. When can this application for bonds be made? 
yy At any time from the Ist day of October to the close of business on the 27th day of October, 
Q. In what form must application to buy a Liberty Bond be made? 
A. All applications must be in the form prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury, obtainable 
at any bank or from a Liberty Loan Committee. 7 
Q. Must the full price of bonds be paid on application? 
A. No; only 2 per cent of the amount you want to buy is required when application is made. 
Q. When must the remainder be paid? 
A. In installments as follows: 18 per cent on November 15, 1917; 40 per cent on December 16, 
1917; and 40 per cent on January 15, 1918. 
Q. Can I buy a bond on the installment plan by paying for it weekly or monthly? 
A. The Treasury Department will not accept payments in this manner, but many banks and a 
great many employers will sell you a bond and allow you to pay for it in partial payments. If you 
desire to pay for your bonds in this way, consult your employer or any banker. 


Q. When will the subscribers know how many bonds they will receive on their 
subscriptions? 
A. The Secretary of the Treasury will announce this about the 6th of November, 1917. This is 
known as making the ‘‘allotment.’’ 
Q. Must all subscribers to liberty bonds watt until the allotment is made 
not they will receive their bonds? 
A. No; a subscriber for bonds up to $1000 is certain to receive his bond. 
Q. If I desire to pay for the bonds at the time I make my “"bscription, may I do 80? 
A. Yes; you com pay in full for any bonds you buy up to and including $1000; but subscribers 
for more than this amount must wait until the allotment is made, 
2 ee ee tno $100, $500 or $1000 bond, do I receive the bond?

For instance, the Baby Killers, or 
Dietooubitsy, as they are called, 
think it a duty to send to Heaven the 
souls of new-born infants, which 
they destroy as soon as they see the 
light of the day. thinking thus to ren- 
der themselves agreeable to the Al- 
mighty by snatching children away 
from the power of the evil one. 
other sect, which goes by the name 
of Stranglers, fully believe that the 
doors of Heaven are only opened be- 
fore those who have died a violent 
death, and whenever a relative or 
friend is dangerously ill they proceed 
to smother him under the weight of 
many pillows so as to hasten the end. 
The Philipowtsy preach salvation 
through suicide, and the voluntary 
death of several people in common 
is considered by them as a most mer- 
itorious action. Sometimes whole vil- 
lages decide to unite themselves in 
one immense holocaust and barricade 
themselves in a house, which is aft- 
erward set on fire. ;

SEE BIG WASTE IN 
USING FREE BRIDGE 


Practice Would Mean Useless 
Expenditure, Say James M. 
Herbert and E. F. Kearney. 


FACILITIES NOW ENOUGH 


Merchants and Eads Bridges Suf- 
ficient, According to Cotton 
Belt and Wabash Presidents. 


Use of the free bridge by rail- 
roads entering St. Louis from the 
north and east would mean a use- 
less expenditure and waste of many 
millions of dollars, according to 
James M. Herbert, president of the 
St. Louis Southwestern (Cotton Belt) 
Railroad, and E. F. Kearney, pres- 
ident of the Wabash, in interviews 
given by them as a result of Mayor 
Kiel’s announcement that he would 
ask railroad presidents to meet him | 
to discuss use of the bridge by rail- 
roads. 

They said that ig their opinion the 
free bridge was not needed as a rail- 
road bridge and that the Merchants’ 
and Eads’ bridges would serve the 
full needs of the city for many years. 

The views of these railroad mer 
are said in railroad crcles to be re})- 
resentative of the opinion of the 
heads of all the roads entering St. 
Louis from the East, and that there 
is little probability that the roads 
will use the bridge unless conces- 
sions are made by the city permit- 
ting the charge of an arbitrary vir 
tually the same as is charged ove. | 
| the railroad-owned bridges. | 

“St. Louis has not needed, does | 


not need and will not for many years | 

|need the free bridge as a railroad 
| bridge,” Herbert said. “If-it had| 
_ been exclusively a wagon bridge it 
| would have filled the city’s full need. 
| “The Eads and Merchants bridges 
are at present used to only a small 
proportion of their capacity, and all 
the terminal facilities on the East 
Side have been constructed with a 
view to the use of those bridges.

~~ Efforts of Relatives Futile. 
“In discussing the McNulty case, 
Father Patrick Dooley, pastor of St. 
Briaget’s Church, Jefferson avenue 
and Carr street, in which parish the 
eine man lived, said that McNulty’s 
élatives conferred with him con- 
cerning the funeral and were sent 
fo Archbishop Glennon. The Arch- 
bishop declined to permit McNulty’s 
} to enter the church, Father 
Jeoley said, but gave the latter per- 
ene to read a few prayers over 
‘body elsewhere. 
* An attempt was then made to 
have. a requium funeral mass held 


the circumstances became known. 

The funeral: was then held from 
the undertaking company’s chapel. 
That it was not a “Christian burial,” 
in the true meaning of the phrase, 
was the contention of Father Dooley, 
who asserted the term applied only 
to services held within the church 
proper. 


Various Kinds of Serviccs. 
“There are various kinds of fu- 
neral services in the Catholic 
Church,” said Father Dooley, “but 
it is generally considered that a 
Christian burial is one in which the 
corpse is brought into the church or 


church for the deceased. Sometimes 


such as in cases where death has 


conducted at the altar. It is un- 
usual, and a sign that the full stamp 
of aprpoval of the church upon the 
character of the deceased is absent, 
when the services are held away 
from the church.” 

Father Dooley said he believed the 
Archbishop's letter containing the 
ruling, issued Friday, was a direct 
outcome of the controversy over Mc- 
Nulty’s funeral. 

At the time McNulty was shot, 
Arthur Dineen, 29, 1426 North Twen- 
ty-second street, also was shot, but 
not dangerously hurt. Reidy was 
slain by three men in a saloon at 
210 Morgan street.

FLM SHOWS ITALY'S 
NOTABLE PART IN WAR 


“Italian Battlefront” Official 
‘Pictures Will Be Seen at 
Victoria Today. 


Italy’s remarkable part in the 
war, and the unparalleled conditions 
under which Italy is fighting, will 
be shown for the first time, in a 
comprehensive way, to St. Louisans, 


in “The Italian Battlefront,” and of- 
ficial folm exhibited under the 
auspices of the Italian Government, 
which will be shown at the Victoria 
Theater beginning this afternoon. 

This film was termed by Charles 
Darnton of the New York Evening 
World, “by far the most remarkable 
war picture that New York has 
seen.”” The New York Times, in 
describing the unique character of 
the warfare shown, said: “On the 
frontiers of other nations, the hu- 
man element in the conflict lives 
underground, in mud and water. 
Here the firing line is in the eternal 
Snows, among clouds and stars.’’ 

The New York Evening Post said: 
“Those who have felt impatience at 
the slow progress of the Italian 
armies against their Austrian foe 
may now understand the obstacles 
they have had to overcome in their 
advance.

One scene 
shows the explosion of an Austrian 
shell on a bridge, not more than 200 
yards from the camera. 

The third division shows the bat- 
tles fought by Italy in the sky and 
on the sea. The Italians have no 
superiors as airmen, and the maneu- 
vers of their aeroplanes are thrill- 
ing in the extreme. 

The pictures of the sea operations 
and the defense of Venice are fol- 
lowed by the finale, which shows 
Italy cheering the entrance of the 
United States into the war.

$1,600,000,000 WRUNG FROM

In Addition to Forced Labor, Man- 
ufacturing Secrets of Belgium 
Have Been Violated.

ARABS ATTACK WRECKED BARGE 


LONDON, Oct. 20.—Sergt. J. Harts 
of the Inland Water Transport re- 
cently had a narrow escape from be- 
ing murdered ty Arabs after he and 
some companions were shipwrecked, 
In tow of a tug the party were p<o- 
ceeding from Aden to Muscat on a 
barge when the tug foundered in a 
hurricane. The barge was driven 
ashore on the Arabian coast, and 300 
Arabs, armed with Knives, swarmed 
aboard, looted the vessel and threat- 
ened the crew with death. 

On the following day the Arabs 
began to fight among themselves. 
When the guard left the prisoners to 
join in the fight they crawled away 
and escaped over the mountain into 
the desert, over which they tramped 
for nine days, practically without 
food or water. Eventually they ar- 
rived at a place where friendly na- 
tives lent them a dhow of about 250 
tons. After eight days of further 
privations they were taken on board 
a warship which had been dispatched 
to the scene of the wreck.

All legal obstacles having been re- 
moved, the work of widening Wash- 
ington avenue, from Jefferson to 
Grand avenues, will begin in the 
spring, it was etated yesterday. This 
announcement was made following 
| the withdrawal of the exceptions to 
the report of the commissioners who 
assessed the damages to property 
owners along the route of the pro- 
posed improvement. 

The commissioners—Willlam B. 
Homer, Louis Nolte and Edward A. 
Raithel—filed their report in Cir- 
cult Judge Klene’s court several 
weeks ago, in which they fixed the 
total of damages at $551,464.70, to 
be distributed among about 1700 
property owners. 

Exceptions were filed by Mrs. 
Hattie BE. Fischel, Stephen J. Bog- 
giano and the Greenleaf Real Estate 
Co., alleging that the sums award- 
ed in their individual cases were not 
enough. The objectors’ attorneys 
yesterday notified Judge Klene that 
they had withdrawn the exceptions, 
and accordingly the Court instructed 
the City Counselor’s office to pre- 
pare a decree showing that the com- 
missioners’ report was approved. 

The ordinance providing for the 
work was adopted five years ago, 
but the work has been delayed on 
account :of legal proceedings. The 
width of the street is to be increased 
from 60 feet to 80 feet. The city 
will pay $60,885 of the improvement 
and the remainder will be assessed

PETROGRAD, Oct. °0.—The 
Southern Moon Sound and Moon Is- 
lafad have been abandoned by the 
Russians under the pressure of su- 
perior hostile naval forces, it was of- 
ficially announced today. 

The text of the statement reads: 

“Under pressure of superior en- 
emy naval forces we have been com- 


pelled to abandon Southern Moon 
Sound. Moon Island thus came un- 
der the direct fire of the enemy 


the Gulf of Riga and

completely deprived of the poassibil- 
ity of defending Moon Island and 
therefore decided that, no useful 
purpose would be served by attempt- 
ing to hold it.

British Official. 

LONDON, Oct. 20.—The report 
from Field Marshal Haig tonight on 
operations in Flanders reads: 

“A hostile raiding party attacked 
our posts west of Lens early this 
morning, but was repulsed with loss. 

“Our own and the enemy’s artil- 
lery have been active northeast of 
Ypres. A numbe? of destructive 
bombardments have been carried 
out by us in spite of the indifferent 
visibility.”’ 


French Official. 


PARIS, Oct. 20.—The official com- 
munication tonight reads: 

“On the Aisne front both artilleries 
were very active. We repulsed two 
enemy surprise attacks against our 
small posts, one southeast of Cor- 
beny, the other in the Argonne in 
the ‘region of Boureilles. On the 
right bank of the Mguse our artil- 
lery put an end to the violent bom- 
bardment of our positions north of 
the Bois le Chaume.” 


German Official. 


BERLIN, via London, Oct. 20.— 
The supplementary statement from 
headquarters this evening says: 

“In Flanders the firing was in- 
tense. Northeast of Soissons the 
most intense artillery engagement 
was in progress since midday. 

“Good progress has been made on 
Dago Island. 

“In Macedonia, French 
west of Lake Ochrida failed.” 

This significant paragraph ap- 
peared in the statement issued this 
afternoon: 

“Front of the German Crown 
Prince: The artillery battle north- 
east of Soissons continues with vio- 
lence, which only diminished tempo- 
rarily during the night. Artillery 
massed there concentrated its fire 
with the most extreme power. The 
continuous cannon and mine-throw- 
ing operations have transformed the 
foremost fighting zone between 
Vauxalllon and Braye into a crater 
field.

BATTLESHIP. PLAN 


Demand for More Weight and 
Guns Changes U. S. Air 
Program. 


WASHINGTON. Oct. 20.—The day 
of thrilling air duel between individ- 
ual aviators over the fighting lines 


in Europe appears to 
Both official and unofficial advices 
recently have shown increasing use 
of heavier’ machines with greater 
armament and the development of 
air machineseappears to be parallel- 
ing closely the development of fight- 
ing ships. 

There are indications that amend- 
ment already has been necessary in 
the program for creating the huge 
air fleets provided for by Congress. 
While there will be no lack of small 
fighting planes, it is probable that 
stress is being laid now on the 
bombing craftrand upon increasing 
the speed of these heavier machines 
and giving them adequate arma- 
ment. 

Already the engineers who de- 
signed the liberty motor gre at work 
on plans of even more powerful 
plants, it is understood. At the same 
time the Liberty motor is now pro- 
duced at a rate that assures a suffi- 
cient supply when American fliers 
are assembled in force over the 
fighting lines. 

There have been rumors of great 
German aircraft soon to make their 
appearance and officials believe that 
the Germans are impressed with the 
desirability of substituting heavier 
machines, in which fighting power 
takes the place of high speed. 

The production of training ma- 
chines, it is understood, is the only 
element of’ the air craft program 
which is lagging behind schedule. 
With the completion of the Liberty 
motor and the successful test of the 
largest Liberty motor planned, the 
fighting machine program was made 
safe, and officials see no reason to 
expect serious delay in that direc- 
tion. 

New supply sources for the train- 
ing machines are shortly to begin 
deliveries. That will increase the 
output and the first of the year 
probably will see the entire program 
abreast or ahead of its schedule. In 
the meantime there has been little 
delay in the training of aviators and 
‘many have been sent abroad after 
preliminary instruction to get prop- 
er flying experience.

NEW DRAFT RULES TO 
PUT THE REGISTRANTS 


UNDER FIVE CLASSES 


Continued from Page One. 
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| fected, but proceedings have been 
greatly simplified. _ 

“The tedious work of the local 
boards has been practically elimi- 
nated by the’ production of a form to 
be known as No. 1000, which will be 
the foundation stone of the new sys- 
tem. Through its use all the labor- 
ious work of making and posting 
lists has been eliminated. All of the 
old docket sheets and records will be 
made unnecessary ,and by the ar- 
'rangements of its columns the work 
| of the lacal board will be reduced to 
(a minimum. 

“On this new form the complete 
history of each man’s case will ap- 
pear at a glance, beginning with his 
order number and ending with his 
induction into a military camp, while 
at the close of each day’s work the 
local board is enabled to complete in 
a few minutes, with a rubber stamp, 
what has hitherto taken hours to 
complete. The system is such that 
it will present each: case almost au- 
tomatically to the local board. 


“The complerion of the new sys- 
tem will solve problems which have 
confronted the Provost Marshal Gen- 
eral and caused him much concern. 

“One of the most serious of these 
has been keeping together the great 
organization of the local and district 
boards which from. a . numerical 
viewpoint is of the strength of an 
army division; many of these offi- 
cilals have been clamoring for relief 
on account of the drain on their 

me, and the new system will make 
it easily possible for them to con- 
tinue their duties, for which they 
have proven themselves eminently 
fitted. 

“Another problem solved was the 
question of expediency of continu- 
ing the examination of the entire 
registry, thus fixing each man’s 
status. This would have involved a 
medical examination of each man, 
whose physical condition might 
change from day to day, thus mak- 
ing this great undertaking value- 
less. 


Confusion Is Avoided. 

“Again, under. the old system of 
exemption and discharge, it would 
have been necessary, if the nation- 
al need required it, to send for the 
exempted man to return for physical 
re-examination, while in the mean- 
time his industrial or family status 
might have changed, thus involving 
endless appeals and confusion. 

“The new system fixes a man’s 
class and calis him in his proper 
turn when he is needed. He will be 
examined physically only when 
needed. Thus the labors of the 
medical officers will be called for 
only when required. If the nation 
neéds a half-million of men they 
will respond each in his turn fixed 
By his class. as Or lage 

‘“The man who can be least spared, 
either as the head of a family or 
the head of a business necessary to 
the defense of the nation, will be the 
last to go. 

“The new plan is being - made 
ready for the printer and will be 
submitted to the local and district 
boards in ample time to enable them 
to famliiarize themselves with it and 
thus approach their next draft with 
a thorough knowledge of its re- 
quirements.” 

The success of the plan depends 
upon the completeness of the ques- 
tionnaire. The questions to be an- 
swered by the registered men have 
been worked out with infinite care 
from the vast fund of Information 
gleaned from the first use of the 
draft machinery. 

Included in the plans of the Gov- 
ernment, it is understood, is a pro- 
vision which will place the services 
of a trained attorney at the disposal 
of every registrant to assist him in 


. making his answers. Presumably all

St. Louis Broker Says Buying to 
Hoard Was Chief Cause of 
Acute Situation. 


Fifty or more cars of sugar, con- 
taining approximately 60,000 sacks 
of 100 pounds each, will arrive in 
St. Louis during the week, and will 
end the sugar shortage which has 
existed here fur several days, accord- 


ing to J. M. Hutchinson of James 
Hutchinson & Son, one of the largest 
firms of sugar brokers jn St. Louis. 
Hutchinson declared to the Post- 
Dispatch last night that this amount 
of sugar would be received by his 
firm alone, and he said several cars 
had alroady arrived in the city. The 
shipments are being made from Cali- 
fornia and Colorado. The amount of 
sugar which will be received during 


inson pointed out, will be enough to 
last the city more than a week, even 
if not other shipments are received 
during that period. 

He declared that the situation has 
at no time been 3s acute as it was 
apparently believed to be by the pub- 
lic, and said that the public’s “pan- 
icky” buying of sugar in larger 
amount than usual, to hoard and off- 
set a shortage, really created the 
conditions the purchasers seemed to 
be trying to meet. 

Retailers Limiting Sales. 

Retail dealers for several days 
have been limiting the amount of 
sugar sold to each customer, in most 
instances each being permitted to 
buy 5% pounds for 50 cents each 
day. Jobbers have been supplying 
the retailers with only a limited 
amount. 

The shortage in some instances; 
however, has been so acute that re- 
tailers limited their customers to 
é6ne pound a day, this being true of 
the J.. F. Conrad Co., one of the 
largest retailers in the city. Re- 


tailers said yesterday that unless the 
situation was immediately relieved 
further restrictions on sales. would 
be put in effect tomorrow. 

Wholesale confectioners here, as 
elsewhere all over the country, have 
curtailed their output about 25 per 
cent, but the present sugar shortage 
they declared had nothing to do 
with this, as the measure was de- 
cided on some time ago as @ genera! 
conservation move and has been in 
effect for several weeks. 

All of the candy manufacturers 
declared they have had no difficulty 
in obtaining the required amounts of 
sugar to continue their business, al- 
though it was suggested that many 
would be forced to close down com- 
pletely because of the shortage. 

What Caused Shortage. 

Hutchinson sald that the shortage 
was created primarily by the western 
beet crop coming in about three 
weeks late this year, after the cane 
sugar supply had become exhausted | 
a few weeks earlier than usual. Had 
the public not been unduly alarmed 
over what it believed to be a threat- 
ened sugar famine, he declared, no 
unusual measures would have been 
necessary to relieve the situation, as 
there was sufficient sugar to supply 
the demand if “hoarders” had not 
rushed into the market. 

The real shortage, he declared, 
was in the East, and there the situ- 
ation is actually acute. Since the 
supply of cane sugar was exhausted, 
he pointed out, few shipments of 
western beet sugar have gone far- 
ther ast than Chicago. 

Hutchinson said that the public, 
instead of preparing for a sugar 
shortage, should have turned its at- 
tention to what he says is an ex- 
orbitant price being demanded for 
the product by the retailers. 

He pointed out that under Govern- 
ment regulation jobbers can _ sell 
sugar to retailers at a price not 
higher than $7.70 a hundred pounds. 

The jobber is permitted to make aa 
profit only 25 cents on each 100 
pounds, as the price fixed for its sale 
to him by the brokers is $7.45 a hun- 
dred. Retailers, however, are sell- 
ing sugar generally 11 pounds for 
$1. at a rate of $9.09 a hundred

conference of Liberty Motor car dea!- 
ers at the factory.

Whitaker states that the most in- 
teresting feature of the conference 
was the report on the future business 
outlook by Percy Owen, president of 
the Liberty Motor Car Co. 

Mr. Owen has devoted considerable 
time recently in gathering data from 
all parts of the country that would 
have a tendency to show the trend of 
business and has also made several | 
visits to Washington and talked with | 
men who are in close touch with the 
situation. 

From these various sources of in- 
formation, Mr. Owen is convinced that | 
the United States must enjoy an un- 
usually large busines in the future. 
War orders are being placed great | 
numbers and there will be \- lack 
either of the volume of busiless or 
the necessary capital to conduct it 
properly. The present spasmodic. 
condition of business will continue 
for a time, and will only be felt until 
the immense amount of money the 
Government is now spending gets in- 
to proper circulation. 

From Mr. Owen's observations there 
are two grave problems that will soon 
assert themselves very forcibly and 
which will handicap business to 
some extent. 

With the large demand for raw ma- | 
terlals for war orders, especially 
steel and aluminum, and the condi- 
tion of the labor market, there is a} 
likelihood of a shortage in materials. | 
Just at present the supply is suffi- 
cient, but manufacturers are showing 
an inclination to be wary in promis- 
ing deliveries after the first of the 
year. 

Mr. Owen found tn conversing with 
officials at Washington that they en- 
tertained the view that the material 
situation, in a few months, would be 
problematic, and {n some cases an 
extremely bearish forecast was made. 

Another element which will affect 
general business conditions in a few 
months is shipping facilities. War | 
supplies being manufactured at vari- 
OUg points must be transported to the 
seaboard and Government business 
naturaly will have the preference by 
the railroads.

Your first impression of France may be a little bit dis- 
appointing. You will possibly arrive at an early hour 
in the mo and if you have been clever you will have 
saved a few biscuits from the day before’s rations, be- 
cause breakfast will be noticeable by its absence. The 
first thing you will hear is that you are going to a rest 
camp. Why it is called a rest camp no one has ever 
been able to discover, It is by no means restful. How- 
ever, you may get some leave and will be able to have 
a look at the French port. Thousands of children will 
ask. you for souvenirs. It is not advisable to give them 
many of your tunic buttons. 

When time to entrain comes, prepare for an unpleas- 
ant shock. You, with perhaps 20 others, will sit on the 
floor of a freight car. On the outside is written in 
French, “eight horses,” “sixteen men.’”’ This may worry 
you a little, but as you have more brains than a horse, 
you will endeavor to get something to sit on, perhaps 
some straw. Having reached the rail head for troops, 
you will be billeted in certain villages. Each platoon 
will probably have a farmhouse of its own. At this 
stage, feel in your knapsack for your tin of insect pow- 
der. For three years those barns have been occupied 
by relay after relay of soldiers, not all of whom have 
carried insect powder. However, the hay or straw will 
be soft and comfortable. The place is considerably bet- 
ter than the best dugouts in the trenches, and much 
safer. 

I suppose many of you are wondering how you will 
feel when you first get into the trenches. I am certain 
that you are looking forward to it with pleasurable ex- 
citement. There is plenty of excitement, certainly. How- 
ever, be fairly careful. A bullet comes very swiftly and 
kills you in less than a second. 

I wonder if you will attend to writing home? Of course 
you'll continue writing to the young lady, but your 
mother? If you forget her, she'll have nothing to help 
her bear a fearful lot of pain.

Current from Electric Runabout Thaws Frozen Water Pi pes 


HE use of electric current to rapid- 
ly and safely thaw out frozen 
water mains and service pipes 
has become relatively common. 

Many cities have elaborate outfits of gen- 
erators, transformers and other necessary 
apparatus mounted on motor trucks. This 
equipment is expensive and unless the 
call for its service is great and the ex- 
pense is unwarranted, and small towns 


and water companies cannot afford the 


equipment. 


As an emergency outfit the Mount Car- 
‘mel Utility and Service Co. made use of 
an electric runabout owned by the com- 
pany to provide the necessary current 


during a spell of very cold weather last 
winter. There were many complaints 
from residences that the service pipes 
were frozen and needed immediate at- 
tention. The electric runabout used by 
the manager of the company has a 32-cell 
Exide battery. This car was run up to 
the residence where trouble had been re- 
ported, and after the necessary connec- 
tions were made a current of about 75 
amperes was applied at 60 volts, and al- 
most invariably within ten minutes the 
water began to run. In no case did this 
treatment fail, and it was possible to at- 
tend to as many as 50 frozen connections 
a day during the emergency.

HIS is the narrative of a country school 

teacher and a lumberjack, who, building 

on a shoestring, rose in 14 years to be mil- 

lionaires and Knights of the British em- 

pire; who at the height of their fortunes 

were acclaimed as empire builders wortay 

of brotherhood with Cecil Rhodes; and 
who, at last, by a fatal revolution of circumstances, have 
been swept from joint sovereignty over a demesne 
stretching across the entire width of Canada, from Que- 
bec to Vancouver. 

Such is the drama concealed in the dry official an- 
nouncement recently made that the Dominion Gbvern- 
ment has decided to take over the Canadian Northern 
Railway, with its 9500 miles of track in actual opera- 
tion, and incorporate it in a gigantic system of Govern- 
ment-operated railroads, with a total mileage of 25,000, 
with 100,000 miles of telegraph lines, and with steam- 
ships traversing the Atlantic and Pacific. It will be the 

‘ most enormous experiment in Government ownership 
of transportation ever undertaken in the world. 

The two men who created the Canadian Northern and 
who ruled every mile of its rails with the absolutism 

| of Czars, have been compelled to abdicate. For nearly 
| two decades the names of Sir William Mackenzie and 
of Sir Donald D. Mann, president and vice president of 
the system, have been words of magic in their country. 
To Canadians the fact that they have fallen from power 
| far overshadows in spectacular interest the Dominion’s 
trial of Government control of railroads on the vastest 
scale in history. It is even to be decided by the courts 
whether Sir William and Sir Donald shall be stripped of 
the $60,000,000 worth of stock they own in the Canadian 
Northern. 

Their downfall is another instance of the singular 
fate which has overtaken ‘several men who annexed 
or developed great territories for England. Robert Clive, 
founder of the Anglo-Indian empire, was tried for cor- 
ruption in acquiring wealth before a parliamentary 
, commission, and although acquitted, killed himself in 

shame over the disgrace. Warren Hastings was re- 
warded for his services in tranquilizing India by being 
impeached in Parliament and being branded with im- 
mortal and undeserved infamy by the eloquence of Ed- 
mund Burke. He was acquitted, but only after a trial 
lasting seven years. The reputation of Cecil Rhodes 
was almost ruined by the premature Jameson raid. And 
now Mackenzie and Mann, having developed for the em- 
pire a territory more productive than South Africa, are 
deposed from power and are quite likely to lose millions 
of dollars of their fortunes. 

For the first scene of this play in actual life one must 
revert to a construction camp in the foothills of the 
Northern Rockies, some 40 years ago. Most of Western 
Canada was then as complete a wilderness as it was 
when America was discovered. Antelope and buffalo 
ranged upon the plains. Plover circled about the up- 
lands and wild fowl streamed over the marshes. The 
rivers were the chief lanes of travel, and along them 
paddled or portaged the red-sashed voyageur, the grim 
Scotch factor, the Indian packer and the sun-browned 
explorer. On the rivers, too, usually at their mouths, 
were the frontier settlements with their little gray 
churches to welcome the fur brigades coming down 
from the North. It was no later than 1870 that an ex- 
pedition of soldiers, sent out from Ontario to suppress 
the Northwest Rebellion, required three months in trav- 
eling the 500 miles from Thunder Bay, on Lake Su- 
'perior, to Winnipeg. The journey may now be made in 
17 hours. 
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Their first coup was engineered ii 


Such were the time and the place of the first meet- 
ing of “Bill” Mackenzie and “Don” Mann, a conjunction 
momentous in the development of Canada. The former 
was 28 years old and the latter 24. Both were con- 
tractors in a small way, both were of Scotch ancestry, 
and both were natives of Ontario. Mackenzie was born 
at Kirkfield, in 1849, and Mann in 1853 at Acton, which 
is not far from Rockwood, the birthplace of James J. 
Hill. 

At first glance one would have concluded that never 
were there two more incompatible young men, but time 
proved that each was ideally fitted to complement the 
other. Later they became known throughout Canada by 
the significant nickname of ‘Damon and Pythias.” 

Mackenzie was tall, lean and sinewy. After a few 
years in the common schools, he had become a country 
school teacher. But he grew weary of birching urchins, 
and for a time tried to become a merchant. Then the 
West beckoned to him as it has beckoned to many an 
American youth, and there he found his destiny. It an- 
nounced itself in the form of small contracting jobs for 
the Grand Trunk and Canadian Pacific railroads. He 
was gifted with a keen and forceful brain, suave and af- 
fable manners and a pertinacity which caused his friends 
to say: “William Mackenzie never lets go.” He be- 
came the financial genius of the Canadian Northern. 

Donald Mann was a short and stocky youth of Her- 
culean physical strength. As a boy he was cock of the 
walk about Acton. One story is that at the age of 17 he 
entered every event in a local contest of physical prow- 
ess, from wrestling to throwing the discus, and walked 
off with all the prizes. In the same year—to the great 
chagrin of his father, who was ambitious for him to be- 
come a preacHer—Donald ran away to the lumber camps 
in Michigan. He developed into an expert wood cruiser 
and a gang driver who got more work out of his men 
than most bosses. But this masterful young man found 
it intolerable to work for anyone but himself, and also 
struck out for the West. His first contract was to take 
out ties for the Canadian Pacific. Donald Mann was 
possessed of a massive will, indomitable energy and im- 
mense driving force. He became the Canadian North- 
ern’s construction and operative head, the human dyna- 
mo of the system. 

After the canny Scotch fashion, the young men ob- 
served each other very cautiously for several years. 
Then, each being satisfied as to the qualities of the 
other, ttey joined forces in the notable partnership of 
Mackenzie, Mann & Co., which grew to be one of the 
most active Dominion firms in railroad contracting. 

It was no doubt while they were engaged in build- 
ing mile upon mile of railroads for others that there 
came to the partners an imperial dream-—that of fling- 
ing across Canada, to the north of the routes of the 
Canadian Pacific and the Grand Trunk Pacific, a trans- 
continental system, which would open up to cultivation 
and mate accessible to both coasts the untapped terri- 
tories in the heart of the four prairie provinces—Man- 
itoba, Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia. 
Their vision was of a purely Canadian enterprise, in 
contrast to the others. The Canadian Pacific was built 
and operated with Yankee brains, and the Grand Trunk 
was conceived by an American. 

But how were two young men, relatively penniless 
and obscure, to bring about so vast an achievement? 
They possessed no capital and had little hope of enlist- 
ing the support of bankers. At last the means—no less 
simple than audacious—revealed itself to them. They 
would induce the people of Canada themselves, through 
the provincial governments, to put up the money for 
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1900, when the partners contrived a 
deal with the Province of Manitoba, 
by which they. got possession of the 
Northern Pacific’s lines in that prov- 
ince, aggregating 200 miles. It was 
charged at the time that the North- 
ern Pacific was forced to sell under 
threat of seeing its tracks paralleled by 
a Government railroad. 

This little strip of rails in the center 
of Canada was the germ of the Cana- 
dian Northern. With tireless energy 
the partners began reaching out to the 
east and to the west, with Quebec as 
their goal on the one side and on the 
other Vancouver. Their chief finan- 
cial policy was that of winning bonuses 
and land grants from the provincial 
governments, and as they progressed 
from province to province each was in- 
duced to foot the bills. Saskatchewan 
eventually guaranteed some $30,000,000 
of the railroad’s bonds; Manitoba un- 
derwrote almost as much more; Al- 
berta and British Columbia guaranteed 
half as much. . With such backing Mackenzie sold to 
American and British financiers half a billion dollars 
of bonds. 

It need not be imagined that the promoters won these 
financial triumphs without the bitterest opposition. The 
older railroads did not view with equanimity the activ- 
ities of their young and hustling rival. Cabals were set 
on foot against the Canadian Northern jn Ottawa, Lon- 
don and New York. Scandals followed the railroad’s 
entrance into every province, though none of the ac- 
cusations made was ever threshed out in court. It was 
alleged that the partners played Machiavellian politics 
wherever they operated; that they contributed lavishly 
to the campaign funds of both parties; that in Saskatch- 
ewan they were Liberals and in Manitoba Conservatives. 

But no one could deny that they obtained results, and 
on a magnificent scale. For 14 years the Canadian 
Northern drove its way irresistibly to the east and to 
the west, at the rate of more than one mile of track laid 
every day in the year. It thrust\its way onward from 
forest to prairie, from prairie to mountain, from moun- 
tain to coast, with glacial certainty. And in the wake of 
the steel rails settlers flowed in upon the plains, ele- 
vators, mills and towns sprang up, and civilization made 
itself at home where before there had been only silence 
and the sighing of the wind in the wild grasses. 

In this work each partner had his own division. The 
astute and keen-witted Mackenzie wrung bonuses from 
reluctant Legislatures, dealt with politicians, persuaded 
dubious financiers to invest in Canadian Northern bonds. 
Mann, without respite, drove the company’s workmen 
over hill and dale, mountain and plain, energizing the 
entire organization with his own mighty vitality of will. 
In 1900 the trackage of the Canadian Northern was next 
to nothing; in 1904 it had 1800 miles, and 3700 miles in 
1907. 

The striking feat through which the Canadian North- 
ern won entrance into Montreal must not be overlooked, 
As is well known, Montreal, the largest city in the Do- 
minion, is situated on an island, with the St. Lawrence 
on one side and an arc of the Ottawa River on the other. 
The island is bisected from north to south by a mountain 
called Mount Royal, of which name the word Montreal 
is a corruption. 

Montreal lies on one side of the mountain, and being 
prevented by the carrier from overspreading the island, 
became one of the most congested cities in North Amer- 
ica. On the other side of the mountain was a stretch 
of fertile, level ground, owned and tilled for a century 
by thrifty French habitants. There the famous Mon- 
treal muskmelon was brought to its expensive perfec- 
tion. 

All the practicable railroad entrances to the city were 
bottled up by the Canadian Pacific and the Grand Trunk. 
But Mackenzie and Mann could not rest quiet while their 
road was barred from the most populous city of Can- 
ada. So they hit upon the bold scheme of tunneling four, 
miles through the base of Mount Royal. Their en- 
gineers reported that the cost of the enterprise would 
be $20,000,000. 

The partners could not pay this sum, and, besides, 
it was against their principles to expend money them- 
selves if they could get others to do it. So they sent 
an agent among the habitant farmers and quietly gath- 
ered options on such land as they wished. It took iwu 
years to get the land and the cost was $1,5°0,000. Bug 
when it was obtained the engineers at orce began bor 
ing from opposite sides of the mountain. r?. 

The gist of the scheme was this: Montreal was

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HE other day a boyish young chap, short of 
stature and so sifght that he would 
scarcely tip the scales at 100 pounds, rdg- 
istered at a New York hotel. The name 
which he signed was “W. A. Bishop.” A 
little later the hotel clerk nearly lost his 

| lower jaw when he learned what hero he 
had entertained unawares. For the diminutive guest was 
the greatest of living air fighters, now that Guynemer 
is dead—he was the world-famous Maj. William Avery, 

Bishop of the Royal Flying Corps, who in three months 

won every decoration which Britain has to bestow. He 

was paying a hasty visit to this country on official busi- 
ness for the English Government. 

But an important part of his errand across the ocean 
was business for Cupid. After leaving New York he 
went to Canada, his native country, and in Toronto was 
welcomed by his fiancee, whom he planned to marry 
before returning to the front. 

So far as is known, Maj. Bishop is the only living man 
who has a right to wear not only the Military Medal 
but the Order of Distinguished Service, and not only 
that but the Victoria Cross. Yet he is only 22 years old, 
and he blushed and stammered. like a schoolboy when 
he tried to explain something about air fighting at a 
Canadian club dinner in New York. His record, how- 
ever, rivais the fabled exploits of the paladins of old. 
Here it is, as piled up in five months at the front: 


One hundred and ten single combats with German 
flyers. 

Forty-seven Hun airplanes sent crashing to the 
earth. 

Twenty-three other planes sent down, but under 
conditions which made it impossible to know cer- 
tainly that they and their pilots had been de- 
stroyed. 3 

Thrilling escapes without number, including one 
fall of 4000 feet with his machine in flames. 

The most daredevil feat of the war—an attack sin- 
gle-handed on a Boche airdrome, in which he de- 
stroyed three enemy machines. 


These feats not only won medals for the hero, but 

rapid promotion. With his\appointment as Major, he 
was also named chief instructor of aerial gunnery— 
which is his chief hobby—and commander of an air- 
plane squadron. 
- Bishop went to Europe from his home in Owen Sound, 
a little Ontario town, where his father is County Regis- 
trar, in the spring of 1915 as a cavalry private. Cavaliry- 
men have an easy time these days waiting for the trench 
warfare to end and the coming of the open fighting, 
when they can get at the Hun. Bishop didn't want to 
wait, so he was transferred to the flying corps. He 
made no particular impression ‘on the officers, but finally 
got a place as observer in the spring of 1916. His ma- 
chine was shOt down presently, and when he came out 
of hospital he was given three months’ leave, most of 
which he spent at home. 

When he went back last fall he tried again, and this 
time succeeded in qualifying asa pilot. He spent the 
early winter training in England, and finally reached 
the front in February. Then things began to happen. 

His first enemy ‘plane was brought down within a few 
days, under circumstances which have not been told, 
but which were enough to win the Military Medal. By 
Easter his record was such that he was made flight ceom- 
Jnander and Captain. He celebrated by attacking three 
German ‘planes single-handed. Four others came to 
their rescue. He got two; then, out of ammunition, went 
home. This brought him the D. S&S. O. 

It was June 2 before he succeeded in winning the V. C. 
The official account tells that story best: 

“Capt. Bishop flew first to an enemy airdrome. Find- 
ing no enemy machine about, he flew to another air- 
drome, about three miles distant and about

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Get him in the head if you can, or at least in the upper 
part of the body. But get him severa! times—one bul- 
let is never sure to kill.one. Get hunks of them into him, 
into his head. That does it. The greatest thing to teach 
the new men is how to shoot.” 

He finds bombing interesting, though, of course, he 
prefers duels. He explained that there was little use in 
bombing from the heights that were safe from the 
Archies, as was done at first, and that the man who 
wanted to get results came down just close enough so 
that he wouldn’t be upset by his own'bomb. Then he can 
be almost sure to hit. 

The air fighting is still going higher, he remarkéd cas- 
ually. Even when above 22,000 feet ome can never be 
sure any more that he will not be attacked from above.
